You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department  Hall  in 
said  Town  on  the  8th  day  of  March  next,  at  1 1:00  in  the  forenoon,  (polls  not  to 
close  earlier  than  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon),  to  act  upon  Article  One;  and  to 
meet  at  said  Hall  on  Saturday  the  12th  of  March  next  at  9:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  remaining  warrant  Articles: 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  choose  one  Moderator  for  two  years,  one  Selectman  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman  for  one  year,  one  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  for  three  years, 
one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  and  Cemetery  for  three  years,  and  one  Supervisor  of 
Checklist  for  six  years,  and  all  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  Town's  business  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  One  Hundred 
Eighty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($187,650)  for  general  town 
operations.

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ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use  during  the  year  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b,  and  also  to  accept 
and  expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used 
for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  to  hire  a  person  to  perform  secretarial 
and  administrative  duties  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  directed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  for  the  Croydon  Police  Department. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway  Department 
Equipment. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Forty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($48,000)  to  purchase  a  Dump  Truck  with  accessories 
(plow,  plow  wing,  etc.)  for  the  Highway  Department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  Forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that 
purpose.  The  remaining  Eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  to  come  from  general 
taxation. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seven  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents  ($7,720.22)  as 
the  annual  payment  for  a  thiee-year  lease  for  a  1994  Explorer  4x4  Police  Cruiser. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  negotiate  the  sale  of  timber  on  the  Cronin  Lot,  the  proceeds  from  such  sale  to 
be  put  into  a  Town  Building  Fund  to  reduce  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  bonding. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Ninety-nine 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($99,500)  to  renovate  the  Croydon  Town  Hall, 
including  the  replacement  of  its  roof,  the  updating  of  its  electrical  and  heating 
systems,  the  installation  of  handicap  access  facilides,  including  year-round 
accessible  bathrooms,  the  construction  of  a  new  front  entrance,  the  refurbishment 
of  the  flooring,  interior  painting  and  the  insulation  and  winterization  of  the 
existing  building.  The  money  would  be  raised  by  bonding  the  project,  and  would 
be  repaid  over  a  five-year  period. 
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ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  One  hundred 
thirty  thousand  dollars  ($130,000)  to  renovate  the  Croydon  Town  Hall,  including 
the  replacement  of  its  roof,  the  updating  of  its  electrical  and  heating  systems,  the 
installation  of  handicap  access  facilities,  including  year-round  accessible 
bathrooms,  the  construction  of  a  new  front  entrance,  the  refurbishment  of  the 
flooring,  interior  painting  and  the  insulation  and  winterization  of  the  existing 
building,  and  expansion  of  the  Town  Offices  to  include  the  stage  area  and  the 
kitchen  area.  The  money  would  be  raised  by  bonding  the  project,  and  would  be 
repaid  over  a  five-year  period. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  One  hundred 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($175,000)  to  construct  a  new  36  foot  x  44  foot 
structure  to  be  used  for  Town  Offices.  This  amount  to  include  all  site  work,  full 
basement  and  utilities,  including  septic.  The  money  would  be  raised  by  bonding 
the  project,  and  would  be  repaid  over  a  five-year  period. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  the 
restoration  of  the  current  Town  Hall  by  the  acquisition  of  grants  and  contributions 
to  be  utilized  as  a  Community  Center.  A  Grant/Fund-raising  committee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  committee  to  present  plans  and 
findings  within  two  years  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  determine  if  the  plans  should 
be  pursued  or  executed. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  demolish  the  existing  Town  Hall. 
Any  income  realized  from  salvage  to  be  applied  to  the  General  Fund. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  One  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  to  construct  a  modular,  one-story  building  on  a  slab 
on  current  Town  property  to  house  Town  Offices.  Said  sum  to  include  site  work 
and  utilities.  The  money  would  be  raised  by  bonding  the  project,  and  would  be 
repaid  over  a  five-year  period. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  establishment  of  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  (pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  35)  for  the  future  revaluation  of  the  town 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($7,500)  toward  this  purpose,  and  appoint  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  administer 
the  fund.f 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
from  three  to  five  members.  If  approved,  this  to  take  effect  following  the  1995 
Town  Meeting,  (by  petition) 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  it  incompatible  for  one 
person  to  hold  offices  of  Selectman  and  School  Board  Member  concurrently,  (by 
petition) 

ARTICLE  21 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reduce  the  interest  on  delinquent 
taxes  to  10%.  (by  petition) 
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ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  salary  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  $10,800  (Ten  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars).  The 
Chairman  to  work  a  minimum  of  1,200  hours  per  year.  If  approved,  this  to  take 
effect  following  the  1995  Town  Meeting,  (by  petition) 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($3,700)  for  the  salary  of  the  kindergarten 
teacher  for  the  1994-1995  school  year. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND   STATE   FOREST   RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left 
unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these 
fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention 
programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary. 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many 
communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  —  "Remember  .  .  .  Only  YOU 
can  prevent  forest  fires."  Fire  prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression 
tool.  Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire 
safe  year.

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REPORT  OF  NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Calendar   1993 


In  calendar  1993,  Newport  Ambulance  Service  responded  to  766  calls.  This 
reflects  a  10%  increase  from  the  697  calls  handled  in  the  previous  year.  There 
were  36  responses  to  the  Town  of  Croydon,  compared  to  21  calls  for  service  in 
1992. 

The  department  has  a  full  roster  of  15  members  including  three  paramedics;  seven 
EMT-Intermediates  and  five  EMT-Basics,  all  but  one  of  whom  are  certified  in 
cardiac  monitoring  and  defibrillation. 

In  early  1994  we  will  be  replacing  our  1985  Van-style  ambulance  with  a  larger, 
more  practical  modular  vehicle  which  will  be  able  to  transport  more  equipment 
and  personnel,  and  will  provide  a  better  working  environment  for  patient  care. 

The  Ambulance  department  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  of  Croydon  for  their 
continuing  support.

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payments  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district;  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  State  sources  together  with  tlie  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to 
the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  tlie  revenue  and  appropriation  which  balance  is 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLES.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  tlie  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($30,600)  as  a  deficit  appropriation  to  the  1993- 
94  budget  to  cover  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  pupil  transportation  and  instruct 
the  Clerk  to  issue  a  certificate  therefor  to  tlie  Selectman  of  tlie  Town  of  Croydon. 
(The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.) 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  withdraw  tlie  sum  of  twelve  tliousand 
seven  hundred  twenty  dollars  ($12,720)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  -  Special 
Education  to  meet  the  expenses  of  transporting  educationally  disabled  children  in 
the  1993-94  fiscal  year,  and  name  tlie  School  Board  as  agents  of  tlie  District  to  carry 
out  this  vote.  (The  School  Board  recommends  tliis  article.) 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for  repairs  to  tlie  roof  and/or  heating  system  of  the 
Croydon  Village  School.  (The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation.) 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  action  tlie  School  District  will  take  on  the  revisions  and 
amendments  to  the  present  AREA  Agreement  between  the  Croydon  Village  School 
District  and  the  Newport  School  District. 
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ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  of  the  School  District  Meeting,  money 
from  any  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  outlined  under 
RSA  198:20-b,  provided  that  (1)  such  money  is  used  for  legal  purposes  for  which  a 
school  district  may  appropriate  money,  (2)  the  School  Board  holds  a  public  hearing 
on  the  expenditure  of  such  money  before  it  is  expended,  and  (3)  the  expenditure  of 
such  money  does  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  School  Disuict  funds. 

ARTICLE  8.  All  monthly  expenditures  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  pubUc  at 
each  school  board  meeting  every  month  as  well  as  yearly  totals  in  spread  sheet 
format.  (Article  submitted  by  petition.) 

ARTICLE  9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

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REPORT   OF   THE   ASSISTANT   SUPERINTENDENT   OF 

SCHOOLS 

Croydon    School    District 

Various  folks  in  Croydon  have  asked  me  how  children  access  special  education 
services. 

At  the  Village  School,  it  is  only  possible  to  provide  a  relatively  limited  amount  of 
special  education  services.  When  a  student  needs  the  services  of  a  special  education 
teacher  through  a  resource  room  or  self  contained  classroom,  they  have  to  be 
programmed  as  an  out-of-district  placement.  At  the  Village  School,  we  can  deliver 
evaluation  and  tutorial  type  services  that  can  happen  within  the  physical 
environment  of  the  school.  Other  services  may  have  to  be  delivered  away  from  the 
school  because  the  school  environment  cannot  provide  a  needed  level  of  privacy  or 
student  isolation.  In  a  larger  school  with  different  rooms,  this  might  not  be  a 
problem.  The  evaluation,  tutoring  and  therapy  services  are  usually  provided  by 
individuals  employed  by  the  SAU.  A  one  room  school  house  has  to  make  certain 
trade-offs  by  the  very  nature  of  what  it  is. 

When  students  attend  school  in  Newport,  the  Newport  Special  Education  Building 
Teams  become  responsible  for  managing  their  special  education  programs.  Most 
of  these  students  are  programmed  in  special  education  programs  run  by  the 
Newport  School  District.  There  are  occasions  when  the  Newport  Special 
Education  Team  recommends  that  a  Croydon  student  be  programmed  outside  of 
Newport  School  District.  When  that  happens,  I  am  responsible  for  taking 
Croydon's  part  to  make  sure  that  the  recommended  program  is  adequate  for  the 
student's  need  at  the  lowest  level  of  expense. 

At  times,  I  may  have  to  appear  in  court,  representing  Croydon's  interests  on  behalf 
of  a  neglected  or  delinquent  student  that  requires  court  action  of  some  sort.  I  may 
have  to  recommend  a  course  of  action  to  the  court.  When  that  happens,  I  do  my 
best  to  balance  the  needs  of  the  student  with  the  overall  liability  of  the  school 
district.  For  example,  I  may  request  a  formal  decision  of  the  court,  to  insure  that 
Croydon  will  receive  state  aid  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  rather  than  having  to 
wait  until  the  next  fiscal  year  to  receive  reimbursement  under  a  different  aid 
program.  For  Croydon  this  year,  that  meant  a  reduction  of  more  than  $40,000.00 
in  our  of  pocket  liability  that  would  not  have  been  able  to  be  reimbursed  until  next 
fiscal  year. 

In  a  small  district  like  Croydon,  a  few  severely  disabled  students  can  create  quite  an 
impact  on  a  special  education  budget.  If  their  presence  was  not  anticipated,  it  can 
be  a  shocking  impact!  We  do  our  best  to  prognosticate,  plan  and  manage  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  district.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  me  if  you  have  any 
questions  about  how  special  education  programs  are  managed.
